' ' 1 have always been so interest- 
ed iu the sign languages, and the 
people of New York more so, if any, 
than elsewhere, because in our 
Church there began the great work 
of Dr. Gallaudet, which still goes 
on; and now, when phonetic spelling 
and Volapuk and Ksperanto and so 
mauy are working for a universal 
language, I am hoping that they 
will remember and fall back upon or 
unite upon the language of signs, 
old as the Tower of Babel, and here 
iu our midst — a finished thing and 
known and understanded of many 
people. It is the language of in 
fancy, of old age, of all nations and 
tongues, aud even bridges the chasm 
eu us and those whom we call 
mutes, shut in from all hearing, 
shut out from all association, so far 
as the voice is concerned — the lan- 
guage of signs. 

' ' 1 impressed the other 

day by a happening — one of life's 
tragedies which one so often I 

apropos of the sign language. 
In the early morning I was in your 
dty, and quite far out, when I saw 
a funeral stop before a little church 
— just a hearse and one coach. If 
there is anything that appeals to me 
it is the hearse and one carriage. 
It speaks so plainly (Jhe signl 
friendlessiu". 

The body had just been taken 
into the church, and as I s te pped in- 
to the vestibule they were covering 
it with the pall, and the length of 
the great white cross lay on the cof- 



fin. It gave me a thrill of joy as 
the old refrain came to me, " Jesus, 
out of every natiou, hath redeemed 
us by His blood" — the cross, the 
great sin. 

"I noticed as they neared the 
altar the Rector had the head of 
the coffin turned toward the altar, 
and knew by the sign that he who 
lay within it must have been in his 
lifetime a priest of the house of God. 
The little company gathered there 
was but a few — one or two women, 
two foreign (I think) Russian 
priests, the funeral directors. I no- 
ticed a lady hauded the priests a 
prayer book, and they declined with 
a gesture (a sign) that they could 
not understand it. 

"The Burial Office was read, but 
the mourners seemed wrapped in 
their own grief. It meant nothing 
to them. 

" When the Rector came out, 
vested, and began the service of the 
Holy Eucharist, I can never explain 
to you the different looks upon their 
faces. They waked and were no 
longer standing as if they were out- 
side, shut off, but within and a 
part of a service, in which, at least, 
they could understand the gestures 
and signs. 

"They drew out of their pockets 
little worn prayer books and became 
absorbed in the worship. When we 
stood to say the creed, as we said 
our English version they spoke out 
with us in their own tongue, as they 
also did the Sanctus and other parts 
of the service. It impressed me so, 
and it seemed to me I never was 
more thankful for the signs which 
opened to them what the voice could 
not. 

' ' I afterward heard their story. 
Three American Priests came to this 
country, this ' great loving Chris- 
tian country,' where the poor men 
expected sympathy and love and 
money to rebuild their homes aud 
church, mined and burned bv the 
Turks. Tlu 
and the 
ill — had been ill for days ; but now 
could go no farther, and they were 
forced to put him in a hospital. 
Some how they found the Rector of 
this little church, and he had gone 
with them to prepare the man for 
death. It was that dread scourge 
of this day — appendicitis, too long 
neglected, and the operation gave 
no relief, death ensuing almost im- 
mediately. Here they were — no 
money, uo friends, and one of their 
number snatched from them. It 
certainly was pathetic, and I wept 
for the wife aud children, so far 
away, homeless also and now bereav- 
ed, and it seemed to me in the 
glimpse of this trouble and sorrow I 
could never complain of worries or 
cares again, and I went away hop- 
ing that some day it will be part of 
the education of every boy and girl 
to learn perfectly and be able to use 
the wonderful language of signs. 

' ' I hope I have not wearied you. 
My heart was so sore for those poor 
men, aud yet so glad that they could 
have the comfort the dear Lord gave 
them in the Church in which He 
can minister to us, even though we 
be unable to know a word." — The 
Church Chrmide.

The Gallaudet Club of Phila- 
delphia, bom and conceived of a 
grateful desire lo show lasting 

honor to its namesake. Hie founder 
of deaf-mule education in America, 
by an annual commemoration, and 

numbering in its membership the 

most prominent local deaf a ml some 
of New York and Trenton, came lo 
Hie fore once more with one of its 
delightful dinners on Monday even- 
ing, December 10th. that being the 
one hundred and nineteenth 
anniversary of the birth of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, It was the 
fifth year dinner of the Club an I 
was held al I he New Bingham, on 
the Southeast corner of Eleventh 
and Market Street, which was the 
second siic of the Pennsylvania 
institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
before ils removal to Broad and 
Pine. It was here, in IS'<Jl-22. 
that Laurent Otero served the insti- 
tution as i'rincipal and chief in 
StrUOtOl lot a peiiod of six months, 
and il is also likely that Gallaudet 
paid Visits to the school here while 
on his lecture tours to assist the 

cause of eduoation. Strange thai 

so many years aflerwafds the same 
site should become the scene of Ihe 

Gallaudet club's L906 banquet, 

where Ihe praises of these two 
pioneer teaehois W"ie sung. It 
was therefore a happy idea, if nol 
coincidence, for the Dinner Com- 
mittee, Messrs it. m. Ziegler, F. 
\V. Nuboer aud Thomas Breen, to 
select the New Bingham for this 
dinner, with iis hosi of pleasant re- 
collections of historic intetesl . 

The preparations for the dinner 
were made lo a nicety and the menu 
booklet is S beautiful souvenir of 
the occasion.

Dec. 15, 1906— Il was a distin- 
guished honor for the Ohio Institu- 
tion to have within ils walls, on the 
anniversary of the birth of the 
foundei of deaf mute instruction 
in America (Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet), Dr. Kdward M. Gal- 
laudet, to help pay tribute to 
the memory of Ids father. Kspeeial- 
ly pleased were the formei students 
of Qallaudel College here to have 
him among them again, for his 
presence vividly recalled old days 
at Washington, and lo the pupils, 
il was an inspiration for a higher 
education. Dr. Gallaudet carries 
his years well, lie appeared the 
same, creel, gracious in manner 
and speech, as when Brat we knew 
him, and long yet mav be be spared 
to carry on the work in which he 

has been engaged since 1864. 

At the chapel service, on the 
mornine. Of December 10th, it hap- 
pened to be Dr Patterson's turn to 
lecture, and of course his text was 
Thomas Hopkins Callaudot. He 
gave a resume of (Jallaudet's life 
and work, not only in the interest 
of the deaf, bul ol the blind and 
insane — thus showing what a 
sympathizing man he was lo the 
alllieted. 

From one institution for the deaf 

in 1 SI 7, there were now over a 

hundred schools on this side of the 

Atlantic, which had sprung from 
his work, enlightening the minds of 
over 18,000 children yearly, who, 
bui for Gallaudet, would bo left to 
grope in ignorance. All honor to 
his memory ! 

Dr. Patterson also bestowed 
gsrlandS upon Sophia Fowler Gal 

laudet, saying she too deserved just 

praise, as the helpine-t of Gallaudet 
in caring for him, making his 
labors light by her happy disposi- 
tion.
